An Engllsh Hussar, wounded at Com-
pleane, showad a correspondent the bullet
that hnd shattersd his thigh—an ugly
misslle, with all the appearance of an ex-
plosive bullet, The point was hored, and
the lead behind had spread aut and flate
tened. He got the man wha fired 't, He
had been through all the fAghting, .from
Mons to Complegno. They had seldom
had more than n couple of hours' consac-
utivd sleep. “"Wa slept with our arma
through our horses’ bridles. But it's n
grand life,” he snld, with gusto, “and 1
want to be hack at it

He had only contempt for the Ullians,
